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High  School  formed; 
seeks  administrator 


The  Ottawa  Jewish  Com- 
munity Afternoon  High 
School  was  constituted  at  its 
first  official  meeting  held  on 
Thursday,  June  10.  The  idea 
of  a Community  school  grew 
out  of  the  deliberations  of  the 
Vaad  Ha’Ir’s  Panel  on  Jewish 
Education  which  formed  a 
sub-panel  last  fall  to  look  into 
the  feasibility  of  a community- 
wide high  school. 

Afternoon  high  school  pro- 
grams have  existed  for  a 
number  of  years  at  Hillel 
Academy  and  Temple  Israel, 
and  the  Talmud  Torah  After- 
noon School  and  Ottawa 
Modern  Jewish  School  each 
began  to  give  consideration  to 
organizing  their  own  high 
school  programs.  The  time 
therefore  seemed  ripe  for  the 
community  to  examine  the 
practicability  of  a community- 
wide afternoon  high  school 
that  would  meet  the  goals  and 
objectives  of  all  or  as  many  of 
the  educational  constituencies 
as  possible  within  the  Ottawa 
Jewish  Community. 

A sub-panel  composed  of 
representatives  of  schools 
funded  by  the  Vaad  met  for 
this  purpose  during  the  winter 
under  the  chairmanship  of  Dr. 
Bernard  Dolansky  and  on 
June  10  reconstituted  itself  in- 
to a separate  High  School 
Board  with  Henry  Molot  as 
chairman  and  Dr.  Norman 
Barwin  as  vice-chairman. 
Members  of  the  Board  repre- 
sent the  Vaad  Ha’Ir  and  the 
boards  and  students  of  the 
constiuent  schools. 

The  Board  recognized  that 
to  have  the  Afternoon  High 
School  get  under  way  as  soon 
as  possible,  its  first  priority 
must  be  to  engage  an  Ad- 
ministrator to  help  organize  a 
program  or  curriculum,  to 
schedule  and  accommodate 
classes,  to  hire  teachers  and  to 
publicize  or  "sell”  the  School 
to  potential  students  and  their 
parents.  Therefore,  the  chair- 
man and  vice-chairman  were 
directed  to  draft  terms  of 
reference  for  the  position  of 
Administrator  and  to  make  in- 
quiries as  to  those  interested  in 
this  position.

C.I.C.  Statement 

Community  supports 
action  against  P.L.O. 


The  Officers  and  Directors 
of  the  Canada-Israel  Commit- 
tee have  issued  the  following 
statement  concerning  the 
situation  in  Lebanon: 

The  Canadian  Jewish  com- 
munity stands  firmly  behind 
the  decision  of  the  government 
of  Israel  instructing  the  Israel 
Defense  Forces  to  place  the 
civilian  population  of  the 
Galilee  beyond  the  range  of 
the  Palestine  Liberation 
Organization’s  artillery  and 
rockets. 

Since  1968,  when  PLO 
elements  First  entered  Lebanon 
and  began  to  upset  the  delicate 
equilibrium  in  that  country, 
citizens  of  Israel’s  northern 
communities  have  lived  under 
the  constant  threat  of  PLO 
bombardment  and  infiltration 
from  southern  Lebanon, 
which  has  caused  extensive 
loss  of  life,  injuries  and 
damage  to  property.  The  PLO 
ignored  the  July  1981 
ceasefire,  increasing  its 
military  capabilities  and 
breaching  the  ceasefire  on  over 
100  occasions.  As  recently  as 
June  4th  and  5th,  the  PLO 
relentlessly  bombarded  Israeli 
settlements  with  over  1 ,000 
shells.  The  government  of 
Israel  could  no  longer  accept 
this  intolerable  situation  in 
which  Israeli  citizens  were  sub-

ject  to  indiscriminate  murder. 
This  action  against  the  PLO, 
an  organization  dedicated  to 
Israel’s  destruction  as  well  as 
to  the  promotion  of  interna- 
tional terrorism,  can  only  con- 
tribute to  the  fostering  of 
stability  and  peace  not  only  on 
Israel’s  northern  border,  but 
also  in  the  Middle  East  and  in 
the  entire  western  world. 

The  Canadian  Jewish  com- 
munity calls  upon  the  people 
of  Canada  and  its  elected 
representatives  to  support 
Israel’s  initiative  to  protect  the 
lives  and  security  of  its  citizens 
so  that  they  may  once  again 
lead  a normal  and  secure  ex- 
istence. 

Specifically,  we  call  upon 
the  Canadian  government  to: 


1)  work  towards  the  restora- 
tion of  the  political  in- 
dependence and  territorial  in- 
tegrity of  Lebanon  including 
the  withdrawal  of  Syrian  oc- 
cupation forces; 

2)  initiate  a diplomatic  offen- 
sive against  international  ter- 
rorism; 

3)  use  its  unique  expertise  to 
establish  a peacekeeping  ar- 
rangement in  southern 
Lebanon  assuring  the  safety  of 
Israel’s  northern  communities 
from  PLO  terrorism; 

4)  reject  any  proposal  for  in- 
ternational sanctions  against 
Israel  as  this  would  not  only 
license  but  reward  acts  of  ter- 
rorist aggression; 

5)  provide  humanitarian  relief 
as  may  be  necessary  or  ap- 
propriate as  a result  of  the 
ravages  of  war.

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Vaad  Report

The  Vaad-Hillel  Task  Force  Report 

The  report  of  the  Joint  Jewish  Community  Council-Otlawa 
Jewish  Home  for  the  Aged  Task  Force  on  Future  Directions  for 
Hillel  Lodge  was  tabled  by  its  Chairman,  Alfred  Friedman,  at 
the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Community  this  past  Wednesday 
night.  It  culminates  ten  months  of  detailed  study  of  the  opera- 
tion of  the  Home  including  its  mandate,  admission  policies, 
range  of  services  provided,  resident  mix,  levels  of  care  and 
financial  base.  The  Task  Force  was  composed  of  representatives 
of  both  organizations  who  worked  together  as  a team  to  solve 
the  issues  brought  to  their  attention. 

The  recommendations  of  the  Task  Force  are  to  be  given 
detailed  studv  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Council  and  the 
Board  of  Directors  of  Hillel  Lodge.  In  the  meantime,  I present 
them  to  you  for  your  information. 

The  Task  Force  recommends: 

a)  That  the  Hillel  Lodge  Deficit  Campaign  be  continued  in 
order  to  wipe  out  the  accumulated  debt  and  the  interest  burden 
as  quickly  as  possible.  To  do  this,  the  campaign  committee  must 
be  reinforced  and  enlarged.  William  Grossman  has  done  an 
outstanding  job  as  Chairman  but  needs  help  to  finish  the  job. 

b)  That  the  Jewish  Community  assume  the  shortfall  in  the 
cost  of  maintaining  the  indigent  case-load  at  the  Home  through 
allocations  from  the  United  Jewish  Appeal,  the  Ottawa  Jewish 
Community  Foundation,  the  Epstein  Foundation  and  other 
resources  developed  from  time  to  time.  This  shall  not  operate  to 
preclude  Hillel  Lodge  from  seeking  supplementary  funds  from 
the  community. 

c)  That  a mechanism  be  developed  by  Hillel  Lodge  with  the 
approval  of  the  Jewish  Community  Council  for  supplementary 
funding. 

d)  That  Hillel  Lodge  institute  such  planning  as  is  necessary  to 
balance  its  budget  each  year. 

e)  That  Hillel  Lodge  institute  more  effective  fiscal  and 
management  controls. 

f)  That  self-paying  residents  assume  the  full  cost  of  their 
maintenance. 

g)  That  Hillel  Lodge  explore  the  possibility  of  securing  in- 
creased support  from  families  of  residents  capable  of  making 
supplementary  contributions. 

h)  That  Hillel  Lodge  make  representations  to  the  Provincial 
Government  for  special  grants. 

i)  That  Hillel  Lodge  apply  to  the  Provincial  Government  for 
more  extended  care  beds. 

j)  That  Hillel  Lodge  establish  a Health  Care  Services  Com- 
mittee. 

k)  That  the  expertise  of  the  Jewish  Social  Services  Agency  be 
utilized  to  advise  on  the  admission  of  all  residents. 

l)  That  since  Hillel  Lodge  is  not  equipped  to  provide  heavy 
nursing,  chronic  or  acute  care,  effective  immediately,  new  ad- 
missions be  limited  to  applicants  requiring  a protected  environ- 
ment. This  is  to  be  done  on  the  understanding  that  if  and  when 
such  individuals  are  designated  by  the  Medical  Committee  as  re- 
quiring chronic  care,  applications  for  transfers  to  a chronic  care 
institution  will  be  made  by  the  families  and/or  the  Lodge. 

m)  That  existing  residents  requiring  chronic  care  and  their 
families  be  informed  that  it  is  in  the  best  interests  of  the  patient 
to  have  him  transferred  to  a chronic  care  institution  and  to  assist 
in  making  such  arrangements  if  such  is  the  wish  of  the  patient  or 
family. 

n)  That  discussions  with  chronic  care  hospitals  in  the  City  of 
Ottawa  continue  with  a view  to  reaching  agreements  which  will 
facilitiate  the  transfer  of  chronic  care  patients  from  Hillel  Lodge 
when  required. 

o)  That  discussions  be  initiated  with  C.M.H.C.  and  the  Pro- 
vincial Government  with  respect  to  a low-cost  housing  project 
which  could  possibly  encompass  a new  Hillel  Lodge. 

p)  That  Hillel  Lodge  proceed  with  its  plans  for  a three-tiered 
administrative  structure. 

q)  That  Hillel  Lodge  establish  a Public  Relations  Committee 
to  convey  its  message  more  effectively  to  the  Jewish  public. 

r)  That  Hillel  Lodge  continue  its  search  for  the  ablest,  and 
most  committed  leadership  available. 

s)  That  the  studies  initiated  with  respect  to  housing,  activa- 
tion and  socialization  for  our  aging  population  be  accelerated  by 
the  planning  mechanism  of  the  community. 

t)  That  Hillel  Lodge  participate  fully  in  the  effort  to  establish 
a network  of  co-ordinated  institutional  and  non-inslitutional 
services  to  the  Jewish  elderly  in  Ottawa. 

u)  That  the  Panel  on  Individual  and  Group  Services  monitor 
the  implementation  of  the  recommendations  of  the  Task  Force 
and  be  the  link  between  Hillel  Lodge  and  the  Jewish  Community 
Council  in  its  short  and  long  term  planning  projections.

JERUSALEM  — Egypt  is 
raising  the  price  of  oil  it  sells 
to  Israel  by  50-60  cents  a bar- 
rel. Light  top  grade  oil  will 
cost  $32.60.

at  Walk-A-Thon  headquarters 
here.

PARIS  — The  prestigious 
French  Catholic  weekly, 
Temoignage  Chretien,  was 
found  guilty  by  a criminal 
court  here  of  inciting  racial 
hatred  in  an  editorial  attacking 
Israel  as  a “terrorist  - state” 
and  raising  the  charge  of 
deicide  against  Jews.

Announcement  of  the  ar- 
rests was  barred  by  a court 
order  until  now  but  the  restric- 
tions were  lifted  as  the 
suspects  are  about  to  go  on 
trial.

That  gawdawful  remote  control  gadget  which  allows  the  T.V. 
addict  to  rotate  from  one  channel  to  another  without  ever  once 
having  to  forsake  the  confines  of  his  favourite  chair  was  pro- 
bably the  brainchild  of  a sadistic  husband  bent  on  driving  his 
loving  wife  to  distraction. 

However,  once  in  a very  long  while  the  manual  menace 
justifies  its  raison  d’etre.  Such  has  been  the  case  since  Israeli 
troops  invaded  Lebanon  to  flush  out  the  PLO  nests  entrenched 
there.  At  the  mere  touch  of  a finger  it  has  been  possible  to  catch 
two  — even  three  — simultaneous  nightly  newscasts  as  easily  as 
it  is  to  catch  two  — even  three  — simultaneous  Sunday  after- 
noon football  games.  The  experience  has  been  both  revealing 
and  disturbing,  vis-a-vis  honesty  and  accuracy  in  journalistic 
reporting. 

On  a particular  evening  when  food  and  water  had  been 
reported  in  short  supply  in  Lebanon,  one  newscast  flashed  a clip 
showing  a Lebanese  civilian  carrying  a huge  sack  of  flour  slung 
over  his  head,  and  abundant  fruit  stalls  evident  in  the 
background.  The  voice-over  noted  that  late  in  the  day  staples 
had  been  obtained,  for  the  affected  people.  Presumably  from 
heaven. 

Flick.  At  almost  the  same  moment  another  channel  showed 
the  same  man  with  the  same  bag  of  flour  in  front  of  the  same 
plentiful  backdrop,  but  noted  that  Israel  was  supplying  the 
foodstuffs.  A different  slant:  the  whole  truth. 

Most  T.V.  networks  have  emphasized  the  heavy  casualties  in- 
flicted on  the  civilian  population.  In  only  one  case  — thanks  to 
the  flicker  — did  we  hear  that  the  Israeli  army  had  been  certain 
to  send  out  advancemen  to  warn  the  vulnerable  population  — by 
leaflet  and  megaphone  — of  its  intent  to  do  battle  with  the  PLO, 
the  intended  location  of  that  battle,  and  where  to  seek  refuge. 

Unfortunately,  much  of  what  has  been  left  unsaid  on  T.V.,  on 
radio,  in  print,  has  steered  public  opinion  against  Israel.  And 
more  than  one  reporter  interviewing  a Lebanese  standing  in  the 
rubble  of  his  ruined  shop  or  home  has  been  astonished  to  hear: 
“That  the  Israelis  have  come  is  the  best  thing  for  us.’’ 

"But  your  shop,  look  at  it.  They  have  left  it  in  ruins!"  — the 
correspondent  insists,  steering  his  subject  to  a derogation  of 
Israel. 

“No  matter,"  the  Lebanese  replies,  “I  can  build  it  again.  The 
Israelis  have  made  us  free.” 

These  are  but  a smattering  of  the  numerous  discrepancies 
which  have  occurred  in  the  reporting  of  this  war.  To  say  nothing 
of  the  blatant  bias  of  our  sole  newspaper  — The  Ottawa  Citizen 

— which  has  openly  weighted  all  its  sympathies  on  the  side  of 
the  PLO,  frequently  electing  to  headline  anti-Israel  stories  and 
columnists  in  bright  red  ink.  That  the  Lebanese  themselves  have 
expressed  relief  at  the  invasion,  The  Citizen  has  chosen  to  ig- 
nore. That  the  Israelis  uncovered  caches  of  PLO  weaponry 
stashed  for  the  sole  intent  of  destroying  Israel  is  played  down. 
That  the  PLO  has  long  disrupted  this  country  to  accomplish  its 
murderous  aim  is  forgotten. 

There  is  no  question  the  Lebanese  population  has  paid  a price 
in  the  war,  and  steps  are  already  being  taken  by  Israel  to  rectify 
the  situation.  But  all  things  considered,  Israel  has  — hopefully 

— rid  Lebanon  of  a cancerous  scourge  and  at  the  same  time  seen 
to  protecting  itself  and  its  own  people  from  the  PLO  menace. 

It  is  a sad  commentary  on  truth  in  North  American  journalism 
that  not  all  sides  of  the  story  are  being  fairly  and  honestly 
presented.

Unfortunately,  there  were  a 
number  of  small  errors  in  the 
review  that  may  have  puzzled 
some  of  your  readers,  especial- 
ly those  who  happen  to  know 
something  about  Klein. 

Mrs.  Drache  describes  my 
book  as  having  been  released 
“on  the  anniversary  of  Klein’s 
death,”  but  the  anniversary  of 
Klein’s  death  falls  in  August, 
whereas  my  book  was  issued  in 
May.  A few  other  dates  are 
given  incorrectly  in  the  review. 
Klein  was  born  in  1909,  not 
1900.  His  teaching  years  at 
McGill  were  1945-48,  not 
1940-43. 

The  lines  attributed  by  Mrs. 
Drache  to  Sam  Bronfman  and 
described  by  her  as  a letter  of 
December  7,  1947,  were  in  fact 
written  by  Klein  himself  in  the 
early  forties  as  a draft  for 
Bronfman,  probably  half  in 
jest  if  not  entirely  in  jest. 

Mrs.  Drache  complains  that 
I have  not  mentioned  Miriam 
Waddington  in  my 
acknowledgements  and  calls 
this  “a  gross  oversight."  In 
fact,  however,  there  was  no 
oversight  here.  Miriam  Wad- 
dington simply  happens  to  be 
someone  who  was  of  no 
assistance  to  me  in  my  work.

The  first  course  on  “The 
Jew  in  The  Motion  Picture”  at 
Temple  University  in 
Philadelphia  — and  perhaps  at 
any  American  college- 
attracted  a substantial  number 
of  non-Jewish  students  and 
widespread  national  attention, 
according  to  the  teacher  of  the 
course. 

Dr.  Norbert  Samuelson,  a 
professor  of  religion  who 
taught  the  course  and  who 
co-ordinates  the  Jewish  studies 
program  at  Temple,  organized 
the  course  on  the  premise  that 
Hollywood  creates  much  more 
than  matinee  movie  idols  for 
public  consumption. 

Hollywood  ‘stereotypes’ 

He  is  convinced  that 
Hollywood’s  writers,  directors 
and  producers  create  powerful 
stereotypes  and  models  of  par- 
ticular ethnic  or  religious 
groups,  and  that  much  of  what 
p^ple  believe  about  these 
groups  is  introduced  and  nur- 
tured in  films.  Hollywood’s 
influence  in  this  area  of 
popular  psychology  is  the  sub- 
ject of  the  new  course,  which 
began  in  the  spring  semester  in 
January  for  a 30-week  period 
which  ended  in  mid-May. 

Samuelson  said  the  course, 
attended  by  20  students,  half 
men  and  half  women,  was 
meant  “to  sensitize  students  to 
images  seen  in  the  movies.” 
He  said  about  a third  of  the 
students  were  non-Jewish. 

He  told  the  Jewish 
Telegraphic  Agency  that  there 
was  no  formal  examinations. 
Each  student  was  required  to 
select  a film  shown  during  the 
course  and  to  write  an 
analytical  report  on  it.  The 
quality  of  the  report  and  the 
student’s  response  in  class 
together  formed  the  basis  for  a 
pass-fail  grade  by  Samuelson. 

In  discussing  the  content  of 
the  study  material,  Samuelson 
argued  that  models  from 
movies  act  as  important  cues 
to  audiences.  They  help  non- 
Jews  form  opinions  of  Jews 
and  Jewish  life,  and  help  Jews 
to  look  at  themselves  and,  at 
times,  to  evaluate  their  work 
and  personal  life.  Images  of 
Jews  have  changed  along  with 
the  film  industry,  he  asserted. 

Images  of  Jews 

“In  the  ’30s  and  ’40s,  the 
Jew  was  a character  whose 
skin  was  pale,”  an  old  man, 
dressed  in  black,  “with  a bent 
back,”  who  was  “usually 
praying  and  talked  with  a 
heavy  accent.” 

After  World  War  II  a new 
stereotype  emerged,  a Jew 
who  was  “a  blond,  blue-eyed 
muscular  youth,”  driving  a 
tractor  “with  his  left  hand  and 
holding  a rifle  in  his  right.  He 
is  an  Israeli  and  it  is  a good 
self-image  and  a useful 
stereotype  for  Jews,  especially 
when  machismo  was  in.” 
Samuelson  said  “Exodus” 
had  this  new  image,  calling 
that  film  “really  a modern  day 
cowboy  and  Indian  episode.” 
He  said  that  film  “illustrated 
that  Jews  could  finally  be 
John  Wayne." 

He  said  a third  image  hit  the 
screen  in  the  ’60s,  when 
Zionism  became  “fundamen- 
tal Jewish  dogma,  and  a new 
American  stereotype  is  born. 
The  Jew  at  that  time  emerged 
as  “a  thin,  nervous  type.  He 
doesn’t  like  to  fight.  Woody 
Allen’s  movie  characters  in  the 


’60s  and  ’70s  fall  into  that 
category.” 

He  contended  that  Ali 
McGraw’s  character  in 
“Goodbye  Columbus’’ 
transmitted  images  of  the 
“Jewish  American  Princess” 
as  did  “Marjorie 
Morningstar",  portrayed  as 
an  upper  middle  class  woman, 
overly  aggressive  and  egocen- 
tric. 

Samuelson  said  early 
Hollywood  films  also  did 
much  to  influence  Jewish  im- 
migrants who  “wanted  to  be 
Yankees.  And  the  Yankees 
were  WASPs.  All  the  Jews 
wanted  to  be  WASPs  but  the 
Jews  lived  in  the  cities  and  the 
WASPs  lived  in  the  small 
towns.”  Samuelson  asked: 
Where  did  the  immigrant  Jews 
ever  get  the  chance  to  see 
WASPs.  The  answer:  in  the 
movies. 

In  addition,  he  noted,  films 
such  as  the  “Andy  Hardy” 
series  served  as  models  for 
Jewish  newcomers  who 
wanted  to  Americanize,  a 
situation  he  said  had  a certain 
irony:  “The  Jews  were  trying 
to  become  more  like  WASPS, 
yet  everyone  connected  with 
the  films  were  immigrants 
themselves  — Jews,  Italians, 
Catholics.” 

Students  saw  movies  each 
week,  chosen  by  Samuelson, 
such  as  “Jesus  Christ, 
Superstar,”  “Gentleman’s 
Agreement,”  “The  Jazz 
Singer,”  “Exodus”  and  “The 
Pawnbroker.” 

Class  discussions  and  film 
choices  were  divided  into  three 
areas,  Samuelson  said:  Jews  in 
the  Eyes  of  Non-Jews;  Jews  in 
the  Eyes  of  Jews;  and  Jews  in 
Response  to  non-Jews. 

Pushkas  give

On  behalf  of  the  Women’s 
Division,  Rose  Taylor  would 
like  to  express  appreciation  to 
the  group,  and  hopes  other 
women  will  follow  this  fine  ex- 
ample. Rose  also  urges  all 
women  to  join  in  the  special1 
“Pushka  Push,”  which  is  be- 
ing carried  out  during  the 
week  of  July  5-9.

Israel’s  war... 
Everyone’s  Fight

This  is  being  written  at  a very  critical  juncture  in  the 
future  of  Israel,  the  Middle  East,  and  the  World.  The 
Middle  East  changes  so  rapidly  that  the  thoughts  con- 
tained herein  may  be  dated  by  the  time  they  are  printed, 
but  I will  take  that  chance. 

I am  reminded  of  a Rabbi  who  once  tried  to  convince 
a reluctant  spouse  to  return  to  the  marriage.  After  all, 
claimed  the  Rabbi,  it  could  not  be  that  bad.  The  spouse 
replied  — Rabbi,  you  see  these  beautiful  shoes  I am 
wearing.  They  look  great,  but  only  I know  that  it  pin- 
ches! 

Every  Ron,  Alexander  and  George  has  an  opinion  on 
what  Israel  has  done,  invariably  leaning  toward  con- 
demnation. But  they  are  outsiders  who  do  not  feel  the 
pinch  of  a country  under  constant  threat  of  terrorist  ac- 
tivity aimed  specifically  and  intentionally  at  civilians. 
Israel’s  action  came  after  repeated  violations,  shellings, 
assassinations  of  anyone  suspected  of  working  for  or 
siding  with  Israel.  The  world  ignores  the  terrorism,  or 
mouths  “even-handed”  denunciation,  but  is  very  em- 
phatic in  the  negative  when  Israel  tries  to  secure  its 
citizenry. 

I fail  to  comprehend  how  a world  leader  can  con- 
gratulate the  British  for  their  championing  the  cause  of 
democracy  through  their  massive  effort  to  retake  the 
Falkland  Islands  from  Argentina,  and,  in  the  very  same 
breath,  castigate  Israel  by  telling  it  to  cease  and  desist. 
No  one  is  denying  the  importance  of  free  choice,  or  the 
responsibility  all  free-loving  nations  have  to  defend  the 
world  against  arbitrary  takeovers  of  vulnerable  coun- 
tries, or  Islands. 

But  is  not  the  fight  against  terrorism,  against 
manifest,  unbridled  hatred  expressed  in  murder  of  any 
convenient  target,  at  least  as  noble  a cause?  Let  it  be 
very  clear  to  the  world,  as  clear  as  it  is  to  us,  that  this  ac- 
tion of  Israel  is  not  a war  against  the  Palestinians,  with 
whom  Israel  would  love  to  live  in  peace;  it  is  a war 
against  terrorists  with  whom  Israel  cannot  live  in  peace. 

We,  including  politicians  as  well  as  the  general  public, 
are  obsessed  with  the  present.  The  past  is  gone,  the 
future  not  yet  here.  By  this  time  almost  everyone  has 
forgotten  what  and  who  precipitated  the  crisis  in  the 
Falklands.  In  Israel’s  case,  I would  like  to  believe  that 
the  same  conventional  forgetfulness  is  at  work,  but  I 
suspect  that  it  is  more  a combination  of  forgetfulness 
and  obliviousness. 

If  indeed  the  world  is  oblivious,  it  is  oblivious  toward 
a lurking  danger  which  threatens  to  engulf  the  globe. 
Terrorism  respects  no  life  nor  does  it  acknowledge  any 
borders.  Enough  European  countries  are  witness  to  this. 
Unfortunately,  one  cannot  fight  unbounded  cruelty  and 
viciousness  with  kindness.  It  simply  does  not  work.  A 
shark  cannot  be  pacified  with  a limited  number  of 
sacrificial  lambs.  Any  human  in  its  sight  is  fair  game. 

Israel,  a small  country  in  size,  but  large  in  the  scheme 
of  things,  has  more  than  any  other  nation  refused  to 
buckle  to  terrorism.  The  fight  at  present  is  undoubtedly 
related  to  the  yearning  for  peace  within  its  borders,  but 
the  fight  being  waged  by  Israel  is  a fight  on  behalf  of 
every  individual’s  “right-to-life.” 

Instead  of  appreciation  for  courageously,  and  at  the 
risk  of  many  lives,  confronting  the  arch-demons  of 
society,  armchair  critics  castigate  Israel,  lambasting  it 
for  actions  which  are  not  in  the  best  interests  of  the 
West,  or  of  peace.  But  what  could  be  more  in  the  in- 
terests of  the  West,  or  any  decent  person,  than  to  be 
redeemed  from  the  horrors  of  terrorism? 

Many  civilians  have  died  in  this  conflict,  and  Israel 
will  be  blamed  for  this.  But  they  are  dealing  with  those 
for  whom  life  is  cheap,  and  who  use  civilians  instead  of 
defences  as  their  shelter.  In  the  past,  and  also  in  this 
conflict,  Israel  has  suffered  many  casualties  from  using 
extraordinary  efforts  to  separate  civilians  from  the  fray, 
but  no  one  takes  notice.  At  least,  let  us  be  aware,  and  let 
us  make  those  around  us  aware. 

I hope  that  by  summer’s  end,  if  not  sooner,  the  much 
desired  goal  of  a terrorist-free,  revitalized  Lebanon  will 
be  on  the  way  to  reality,  and  thus,  Israel,  the  Middle 
East  and  the  world  on  the  way  to  peace  and  stability. 
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WZC  to  meet 
in  Jerusalem 

The  importance  of  conduc- 
ting elections  to  nominate 
delegates  from  Canada  to  the 
forthcoming  World  Zionist 
Congress  was  stressed  at  a Na- 
tional Executive  Committee 
meeting  of  the  Labour  Zionist 
Movement  of  Canada. 

The  meeting,  recently  held 
in  Montreal,  was  attended  by 
prominent  Israeli  leaders  of  in- 
ternational stature:  General 
Uzi  Narkiss,  the  liberator  of 
Jerusalem;  Yehiel  Leket, 
Secretary  General  of  the 
World  Labour  Zionist 
Organization  and  Akiva 
Lewinsky,  Treasurer  of  the 
Jewish  Agency. 

The  World  Zionist  Congress 
is  scheduled  to  take  place  in 
Jerusalem  during  December 
1982.  The  significance  of  elec- 
ting rather  than  nominating 
delegates  to  the  Congress  in- 
volves a number  of  crucial 
issues  which  can  affect  the 
security  and  the  welfare  of  the 
State  of  Israel.  The  discussion 
centered  on  problems  related 
to  occupied  territories  and  its 
Arab  population;  the 
pluralistic  nature  of  the  Israeli 
society;  the  lifeline  of  Aliya, 
and  the  paramount  need  for 
education  and  identification 
for  Jews  in  the  Diaspora  as 
well  as  in  Israel. 

In  order  to  ensure  that  Israel 
remains  a Jewish  state,  the 
Labour  Zionists  feel  the  pre- 
sent attitude  of  the  Begin 
regime  must  be  modified  and 
changed.  Their  current  trend 
to  absorb  Arab  territory  and 
Arab  population  against  their 
will  endangers  the  best  in- 
terests of  Israel,  may  lead  to  a 
bi-national  state  and  is 
diametrically  opposed  to  the 
Zionist  ideology  which  aims 
for  a Jewish  State  for  Jewish 
people. 

Israel  is  a pluralistic  society 
and  displays  a variety  of 
cultural  manifestations  and 
religious  expressions  in  Jewish 
life.  Labour  Zionists  insist  this 
essential  fact  must  be 
recognized.  They  further  point 
out  that  all  segments  of  Jewry 
must  be  given  the  opportunity 
and  the  freedom  to  feel  at 
home  in  Israel  and  be  invited 
to  join  in  the  struggle  to  assure 
the  political  and  social  well  be- 
ing of  the  State  and  its  in- 
habitants. 

Aliya  remains  the  cardinal 
issue  and  a pivotal  point  of 
population  growth,  economic 
expansion,  development  of 
new  settlements  and  of  a 
robust  social  structure. 

It  was  noted  that  opposition 
to  democratic  elections  for  the 
Congress  comes  from  those 
who  would  like  things  to  re- 
main as  they  are.  The  Labour 
Zionist  Movement  stands  for 
change  and  hence  advocates 
elections  as  one  of  the  means 
of  bringing  about  new  vital 
development  and  change. 

All  those  interested  in  a 
revitalized  concept  of  Zionism 
and  in  the  strengthening  of 
Israel  as  a democratic  society 
are  invited  to  support  the  ap- 
proach of  the  Labour  Zionist 
Movement  of  Canada.

Six  worries  of  the  Israelis 


Be  Wary  of

Editor’s  Note:  While  Israel’s 
military  forces  seek  to 
eliminate  the  PLO  terrorist 
threat  to  northern  Galilee, 
other  concerns  continue  to 
provoke  anxiety  and  ap- 
prehension. In  this  penetrating 
article,  written  by  a veteran 
observer  of  the  Israeli  scene, 
Elmer  L.  Winter  analyzes  the 
longterm  worries  that  face 
Israel’s  people. 

I have  visited  Israel  14  times 
in  the  last  five  years.  During 
my  most  recent  visit  1 met  with 
business  executives,  govern- 
ment officials,  academicians 
and  friends.  I returned  home 
with  a strong  sense  of  the 
isolation  and  the  feeling  of 
frustration  that  seem  to  have 
traumatized  so  many  Israelis, 
and  that  have  given  rise  to 
their  deep  concern  for  the 
security  and  the  very  future  of 
their  country.  Here  are  some 
of  the  day-to-day  worries  that 
Israelis  confront  — beginning 
at  6 a.m.,  when  they  turn  on 
their  radios  for  news  of  the 
latest  West  Bank  riot,  or  ter- 
rorist attack,  or  disgruntle- 
ment  from  Washington: 

Worry  No.  1:  Support  of 
Israel  by  the  United  States  is 
eroding.  Despite  the  oft- 
repeated  expression  of  Presi- 
dent Reagan  of  his  deep  con- 
cern for  the  security  of  Israel, 
Israelis  sense  a definite  tilt  of 
U.S.  interest  and  support 
towards  the  Saudis.  They 
sense  that  a climate  is  being 
created  in  Washington  to  get 
tough  with  Israel.  They 
wonder  what  happened  to  the 
understanding  that  the  U.S. 
would  provide  a quantitative 
and  qualitative  edge  in  fur- 
nishing military  supplies  to 
Israel.  They  are  concerned 
that  Secretary  Weinberger, 
despite  his  denials,  plans  to 
“redirect”  U.S.  policy  from 
Israel  to  Arab  countries.  They 
tend  to  accept  the  statement  of 
Howard  Squadron,  chairman 
of  the  Conference  of 
Presidents  of  Major  American 
Jewish  Organizations,  that  no 
one  in  the  White  House  “real- 
ly understandings  Israel,”  or 
appreciates  that  Israel  is  in  real 
danger,  or  is  willing  to  accept 
Israel’s  evaluation  of  that 
danger. 

Worry  No.  2:  Israel  is 
overexposed  in  the  American 
and  foreign  press.  Israelis  have 
difficulty  understanding  why 
every  slight  movement, 
whether  it  be  on  the  Golan 
Heights  or  the  West  Bank,  ap- 
pears blown  out  of  proportion 
in  the  foreign  press.  They 
recognize  that  this  is  the  price 
they  have  to  pay  for  being  a 
democracy;  nevertheless,  they 
can’t  understand  the  attention 
every  Israel  action  is  given, 
day  after  day,  by  the  interna- 
tional media.  When  King  Hus- 
sein’s Bedouin  regiment 
massacred  20,000  Palestinians 
in  1970,  and  Syria  slaughtered 
5,000  Moslem  fundamentalists 
earlier  this  year,  the  world 
paid  little  heed.  But  when 
Israel  troops  fire  on  rioting 
Palestinian  Arabs  and  wound 
or  kill  a handful,  the  world 
media  have  a field  day. 

Worry  No.  3:  The  peace 
process  with  Egypt  will  grind 
to  a halt  now  that  the  last  part 
of  the  Sinai  has  been  returned 
to  Egypt.  Israelis  find  it  dif- 
ficult to  accept  Egyptian  Presi- 


dent Hosny  Mubarak’s  com- 
mitment to  the  Camp  David 
peace  process  in  view  of 
Egypt’s  courtship  of  the  rest 
of  the  Arab  world  and  its  sup- 
port of  a Palestinian  state. 
This  view  was  expressed  most 
recently  when  Egypt’s  U.N. 
Ambassador  unveiled  a tough 
new  bargaining  position  on  the 
Palestinian  issue  at  a meeting 
of  nonaligned  states  in 
Kuwait,  marking  the  first  of- 
ficial visit  by  a high-ranking 
Egyptian  official  to  any  of  the 
18  Arab  countries  that  have 
boycotted  Egypt  since  it  signed 
the  peace  treaty  with  Israel 
three  years  ago.  There  is  a 
gnawing  feeling  that  after 
April  25  an  event  will  occur 
which  will  give  the  Egyptians  a 
reason  to  turn  their  backs  on 
the  Camp  David  agreement 
and  join  the  Arab  world’s  im- 
placable hostility  to  the  idea  of 
a Jewish  state  in  the  region. 

Israelis  are  disappointed  by 
the  slow  pace  of  “normaliza- 
tion”, by  Egyptian  unwill- 
ingness to  encourage  tourism 
into  Israel,  by  Cairo’s  indif- 
ference to  the  promotion  of 
commercial  relations  between 
the  two  countries.  Israelis  find 
it  hard  to  understand  Egyptian 
intransigence  over  a couple  of 
hundred  meters  of  sand  at 
Taba,  south  of  Eilat,  in  view 
of  the  massive  amount  of  land 
that  Israel  has  returned  to 
Egypt.  And  Israelis  fear  strong 
pressure  will  be  placed  upon 
them  by  the  United  States, 
after  the  final  withdrawal 
from  Sinai,  to  accept  a form 
of  autonomy  which  will  im- 
peril their  security. 

Worry  No.  4:  The  U.S.A 
will  sell  F-16s  and  mobile  anti- 
aircraft missiles  to  Jordan. 
Israelis  are  deeply  concerned 
at  the  apparent  entente  cor- 
diale  between  Secretary  of 
Defense  Caspar  Weinberger 
and  King  Hussein  over  Pen- 
tagon plans  to  supply  Jordan 
with  some  of  the  most  lethal 
weapons  in  the  American 
arsenal.  And  they  worry  about 
their  country’s  inability  to 
enter  the  arms  race  against  oil- 
rich  Saudi  Arabia,  which  is 
buying  huge  arm$  supplies  not 
only  for  its  own  use  but  for 
Jordan,  Iraq  and  other  Arab 
states. 

Worry  No.  5:  Despite  its 
refusal  to  abandon  terrorism 
or  change  its  charter,  which 
calls  for  the  destruction  of 
Israel,  the  PLO  is  winning  in- 
creased acceptance  in  many 
countries  throughout  the 
world.  Today  the  PLO  is 
recognized  by  more  govern- 
ments than  Israel  is.  It  can 
muster  far  more  votes  at  the 
United  Nations  than  Israel. 
Even  among  U.S.  allies  like 
Greece  and  Japan,  the  PLO  is 
regarded  as  legitimate  while 
Israel  is  increasingly  treated  as 
a pariah  state. Israelis  ask:  “Is 
the  West  still  in  such  thrall  to 


the  power  of  oil,  even  in  a time 
of  an  oil  glut,  that  the  PLO  is 
rewarded  with  recognition 
while  the  one  democratic  state 
in  the  Middle  East,  the  one 
reliable  friend  of  freedom  in 
the  region,  is  treated  as  a step- 
child?” 

Worry  No.  6:  There  is  a 
diminution  of  interest  in  their 
fate  among  Jews  abroad. 
Many  Israelis  travelling 
abroad  report  there  has  been  a 
weakening  of  the  cement  that 
binds  Jews  — particularly  in 
the  United  States  — to  their 
fellow  Jews  in  Israel.  Some  of 
this  erosion  stems  from  dif- 
ferences of  opinion  among 
American  Jews  over  the 
wisdom  of  certain  Israeli 
policies  — the  tough  stand 
against  West  Bank  demonstra- 
tions, for  example,  or  the 
bombing  of  Iraq’s  nuclear 
plant,  or  the  attack  against 
PLO  headquarters  in 
downtown  Beirut.  Much  of 
American  Jewish  opinion  of 
Israel  is  necessarily  shaped  by 
the  U.S.  government.  When 
President  Reagan  or  Secretary 
Haig  or  Secretary  Weinberger 
criticizes  Israeli  actions  or 
policies,  American  Jews  can- 
not escape  being  influenced. 
Similarly,  when  American  col- 
umnists and  commentators 
assail  Israel’s  administration 
of  the  West  Bank  as  oppres- 
sion or  worse,  members  of  the 
Jewish  community  are  not  im- 
mune. And  when  the  opposi- 
tion parties  in  Israel  express 
their  democratic  right  to  con- 
demn their  government’s  ac- 
tions, many  U.S.  Jews  are 
sorely  tempted  to  do  the  same. 

They  are  able  to  resist  this 
temptation,  most  of  them,  out 
of  recognition  that  only  those 
who  live  in  Israel  have  the 
right  to  speak  out  on  Israeli 
policy  because  only  they  will 
bear  the  consequences  of  that 
policy.  Israelis  have  every 
right  to  demand  a new  West 
Bank  policy,  for  example.  If 
the  new  policy  results  in  more 
PLO  terrorism,  they  will  have 
to  face  it;  American  Jews  will 
not. 

Yet  enough  Jews  are  vocally 
critical  of  Israeli  policies  to 
deeply  worry  the  Israelis. 
Alone  in  the  world  except  for 
the  United  States  — and  in- 
creasingly concerned  about  the 
depth  of  American’s  commit- 
ment — the  people  of  Israel 
seek  assurance  that  they  will 
not  be  abandoned  (like  the 
Kurds)  or  forgotten  (like  the 
people  of  Afghanistan).  They 
know  their  reputation  for 
paranoia,  but  their  history  of- 
fers ample  justification  for  it. 
As  one  Israeli  friend  told  me: 
“The  fact  that  I am  paranoid 
does  not  prevent  you  from 
plotting  against  me!”

Greenbergs  create  a 
new  Endowment  Fund 


A number  of  local  and  na- 
tional Jewish  causes  are  to 
benefit  from  a new  Endow- 
ment Fund  established  by  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  Lazarus  S. 
Greenberg,  highly  respected 
members  of  the  Jewish  Com- 
munity whose  devotion  to 
Israel,  the  Synagogue  and  to 
Jewish  education  over  the 
course  of  many  years  has  been 
an  inspiration  to  others. 

Notable  among  the 
beneficiaries  are  Hillel 
Academy,  the  Ottawa  Talmud 
Torah  and  the  Jewish  National 
Fund.  Provision  has  also  been 
made  for  Barllan  University, 
Yeshiva  University,  several 
yeshivot  and  the  B’nai  Akiva 
Youth  Movement. 

The  capital  of  the  “Lazarus 
S.  and  Mary  Greenberg  En- 
dowment Fund  as  it  is  called, 
will  remain  intact  and  only  the 
income  from  the  investment  of 
the  funds  will  be  used  to  ad- 
vance the  programs  of  the 
organizations  stipulated  by  the 
donors.  The  fund  is  open- 
ended,  however,  permitting 
family  and  friends  to  add  to  it 
at  any  time. 

Service  dates  back  to  1915 

Mr.  Greenberg’s  distin- 
guished career  of  Jewish  com- 
munal service  dates  back  to 
1915  when  he  became 
Secretary  of  the  Russian 
Polish  Jewish  Relief  Commit- 
tee, which  post  he  held  for 
three  years. 

Affiliated  since  1910  with 
the  Adath  Jeshurun  Congrega- 
tion on  King  Edward  Avenue 
which  now  serves  as  the  Jewish 
Community  Memorial 
Chapel,  Mr.  Greenberg  was 
elected  a Trustee  in  1926  and 
served  continuously  for  a 
period  of  eleven  years.  From 
October,  1930  to  October, 
1937,  he  was  Vice-President 
and  Parnass,  relinquishing 
that  post  on  his  election  to  the 
presidency.  He  was  the  presi- 
dent at  the  outbreak  of  the 
War  and  led  the  Congregation 
through  that  difficult  period 
until  his  retirement  from  the 
office  in  1942. 

One  of  the  youngest  senior 
officers  Adath  Jeshurun  ever 
had,  he  recalls  with  pride  the 
burning  of  the  mortgage  in 
1935,  the  unveiling  of  the 
Lillian  Freiman  Memorial 
Window  in  1942  and  the  50th 
Anniversary  Celebration  that 
same  year  over  which  he 
presided. 

Intimately  associated  with 
the  Synagogue  and  Jewish 
Community  Centre  project 
since  its  inception,  he  was 
Chairman  of  the  Synagogue 
Planning  Committee  and  a 
prime  mover  for  the 
amalgamation  of  Adath 
Jeshurun  and  Agudath  Ach'im 


which  became  Congregation 
Beth  Shalom  when  it  occupied 
its  new  quarters  in  September, 
1976. 

Active  leader  for  41  years 

Mr.  Greenberg  is  reluctant 
to  talk  about  himself  but 
under  questioning,  a story 
came  out  which  was  truly 
amazing  in  its  scope.  For  a 
period  of  41  years  from  1915 
to  1956,  he  was  one  of  the 
most  active  and  involved 
leaders  in  the  entire  Jewish 


community.  His  name  was 
linked  with  practically  every 
Jewish  organization  in  ex- 
istence including  B’nai  B’rith 
and  the  Ottawa  Chevra 
Kadisha.  He  did  not  serve  for 
one  term  or  two  as  most  did: 
this  highly  committed  man 
gave  of  himself  unstintingly 
year  in  and  year  for  long 
periods  of  time. 

It  is  virtually  impossible  to 
list  all  of  his  affiliations  but 
among  those  which  brought 
him  the  greatest  satisfaction 
were  the  chairmanships  of  the 
Jewish  Community  Cemetery 
Committee  from  1934  to  1950, 
the  Hanoar  Study  and 
Breakfast  Club  from  1942  to 
1955  and  the  Jewish  National 
Fund  from  1940  to  1956.  He 
also  takes  pride  in  the  fact  that 
he  was  Principal  of  a Sunday 
School  for  several  hundred 
girls  for  many  years.  Former 
students  still  tell  him  how 
much  they  benefitted  from 
that  program.  Jewish  educa- 
tion was  always  one  of  his  first 
loves  and  when  the  United 
Talmud  Torahs  was  organiz- 
ed, he  was  its  first  secretary 
and  continued  to  serve  on  the 
Board  for  many  years. 

Involved  with 
Zionist  activities 

Deeply  involved  with  the 
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Freiman  Family  in  Zionist  ac- 
tivities, he  was  the  perennial 
Captain  of  Teams  in  many 
fund-raising  drives  for  Eretz 
Yisrael  which  preceded  the 
formation  of  the  United 
Jewish  Appeal.  He  also  helped 
organize  State  of  Israel  Bonds 
in  1954  and  served  as  Vice- 
President  of  the  Jewish  Com- 
munity Council  in  1953  and 
1954. 

In  1956,  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Greenberg  moved  to  Montreal 
for  family  reasons.  They 
returned  to  the  capital  in  1972 
when  he  retired  from  active 
business.  Since  then,  with  the 
exception  of  a stint  as  Vice- 
President  of  the  Ottawa 
Jewish  Historical  Society,  he 
has  restricted  his  organiza- 
tional work,  preferring  to  have 
younger  men  take  on  the 
responsibilities  of  leadership. 
He  is,  however,  a familiar 
figure  in  the  Beth  Shalom 
Synagogue,  and  retains  a 
healthy  interest  in  communal 
activities. 

Mrs.  Mary  Greenberg,  his 
wife,  has  been  his  constant 
helpmate  and  companion  for 
many  years,  encouraging  him 
in  his  endeavours  in  her  own 
quiet  and  effective  way.  In  her 
own  right,  she  served  as 
Treasurer  of  the  Ladies 


Benevolent  Society  for  several 
years  and  has  been  a con- 
tributor to  many  causes  and  a 
member  of  many  worthwhile 
organizations  for  a long 
period  of  time. 

The  Board  of  Directors  of

A move  for  security  and  peace 

A background  piece  by  the  Canada-Israel  Committee 


The  Right 
of  Self-Defence 

Israel’s  military  action 
against  PLO-infested  areas  in 
southern  Lebanon  in  protec- 
tion of  her  civilian  population 
follows  from  her  right  of  self- 
defense,  according  to  Article 
51  of  the  UN  Charter,  which 
claims  “the  inherent  right 
of.. .self-defence  if  an  armed 
attack  occurs  against  a 
member  of  the  United  Na- 
tions.” Commenting  on 
Israel’s  action,  US  Am- 
bassador to  the  UN,  Jeane 
Kirkpatrick,  noted  that  it  was 
“one  component  of  a cycle  of 
violence  which  includes  PLO 
shelling  of  Israeli 
settlements.’’  On  June  4-5,  the 
PLO  mounted  its  most 
massive  shelling  campaign 
ever  against  Israeli’s  north, 
firing  1000  shells,  500  of  which 
hit  on  23  Israeli  settlements. 
Since  July  1981,  the  PLO 
violated  the  ceasefire  over  100 
times.  These  included  infiltra- 
tion from  Lebanon  and  Jor- 
dan, grenade  and  mine  attacks 
in  Israel,  the  West  Bank  and 
Gaza,  attacks  against 
Lebanese  Christians  and 
moderate  Palestinian  Arabs  in 
the  West  Bank  and  attacks  on 
Israeli  and  Jewish  targets  in 
Europe. 

Lebanon’s 

Responsibility 

Lebanon,  virtually  occupied 
since  1976  by  Syria  and  its  ter- 
rorist arm  — the  PLO  — is  in- 
capable of  controlling  the 
15,000  man  strong  terrorist 
presence  in  its  midst.  The  1965 
UN  Declaration  on  the  Inad- 
missibility of  Intervention  in 
the  Domestic  Affairs  of  Slates 
provides  that  “no  state  shall 
organize,  assist,  foment, 
finance,  incite  or  tolerate 
subversive,  terrorist  or  armed 
activities  directed  towards  the 
violent  overthrow  of  the 
regime  of  another  state....’’ 

Until  the  influx  of  elements 
of  the  PLO  into  Lebanon  in 
1968,  the  Lebanese  border  was 
the  only  quiet  one  Israel 
shared  with  any  Arab  country. 
The  Israeli  government  has 
stated  unequivocally  that  it 
has  no  territorial  designs  in 
Lebanon.  However,  as  long  as 
Lebanon  is  unwilling  or  in- 
capable to  control  the  ac- 
tivities of  an  organization 
which  is  openly  and  officially 
committed  to  the  destruction 
of  Israel,  Israel  must  act  in 
self-defence  on  Lebanese  ter- 
ritory until  it  receives 
assurances  that  the  threat  to  its 
north  will  be  removed. 

The  PLO  Threat  to 
Israel’s  North 

While  the  July  1981 
ceasefire  limited  Israel’s  abili- 
ty to  strike  against  terrorist 
bases  in  Lebanon,  the  PLO 
took  advantage  of  it  to  rein- 
force and  rehabilitate  its 
deployment  in  manpower  and 
material.  Hundreds  of  tons  of 
armaments  from  Libya,  Syria, 
Saudi  Arabia,  the  USSR  and 
other  eastern  bloc  states 
poured  into  PLO-held  ter- 
ritory. 500  sophisticated  ar- 
tillery guns,  with  17-mile 
ranges,  several  hundred  rocket 
launchers,  with  12-mile 


ranges,  anti-aircraft  missiles, 
naval  equipment  and  tanks 
enabled  the  PLO  to  hit  targets 
throughout  the  Galilee 
panhandle,  as  far  south  as 
Haifa  on  the  Mediterranean 
coast,  from  beyond  the  5-15 
mile  wide  UNIFIL  buffer 
zone.  In  addition,  some  700 
terrorists  have  infiltrated 
UNIFIL  territory.  The 
massive  arms  buildup,  coupled 
with  improved  military  co- 
ordination between  the  PLO’s 
various  factions,  indicated  an 
intent  to  attack  Israeli  and 
Jewish  targets  abroad.  The  at- 
tempted assassination  of 
Israel’s  ambassador  to  Britain, 
Shlomo  Argov,  was  merely  the 
latest  provocation  in  a series 
of  tragic  acts  perpetrated  by 
the  terrorist  organization. 

Civilian  Losses 

Civilian  losses  as  a result  of 
military  action  are  unfor- 
tunate and  regrettable  — in- 
deed tragic.  While  the  world’s 
sympathy  focuses  on  the 
civilian  casualties  in  Lebanon, 
it  should  be  recalled  that 
civilians  have  been  hurt  on 
both  sides.  Indeed,  Israel’s 
civilian  losses  would  un- 
doubtedly have  been  heavier  if 
not  for  the  elaborate  network 
of  bunkers  and  shelters 
throughout  its  northern  set- 
tlements, and  the  awareness  of 
its  security  forces  who  have 
dismantled  numerous  unex- 
ploded mines  placed  in  central 
civilian  locations.  Israel  ex- 
presses regret  at  the  loss  of 
civilian  lives  in  attacks  on 
military  targets;  the  PLO 
directs  its  activities  exclusively 
against  civilian  targets.  Israel 
seeks  to  remove  its  settlements 
from  the  range  of  PLO  guns; 
the  PLO  callously  and  inten- 
tionally places  its  headquarters 
in  the  heart  of  civilian  concen- 
trations, as  evidenced  by  the 
large  arms  depot  located  in  a 
Beirut  sports  stadium.  Israeli 
aerial  photographs  clearly 
show  the  proximity  of  PLO 
military  targets  — bases  and 
material  caches  — to  civilian 
installations. 

Moreover,  the  Arab  states 
which  complain  about  Israel’s 
massacre  of  Palestinians 
would  do  well  to  recall  their 
own  bloodied  hands.  In  1970, 
Jordan's  King  Hussein  killed 
over  1000  Palestinians  during 
“Black  September”  while 
ousting  them  from  his  country 
due  to  the  threat  they  posed  to 
his  regime.  In  1976,  when  the 
Syrians  first  entered  the 
Lebanese  civil  war  as  a 
“peacekeeping  force”  on  the 
side  of  the  Christians,  they 
mercilessly  butchered 
thousands  of  Palestinians  and 
turned  a blind  eye  to  similar 
actions  by  the  Christian 
militias.  70,000  people  died  in 
the  1975-76  Lebanese  civil 
war;  hundreds  more  have  been 
killed  in  internecine  fighting  in 
the  last  2 years.  In  April  1981, 
Syrian  shelling  of  Zahle 
resulted  in  at  least  4,000  Chris- 
tian Lebanese  casualties;  and 
the  PLO  continues  to  terrorize 
the  Shiite  Moslem  population 
in  Lebanon’s  south. 

Syria:  Occupier  of 
Lebanon  and 
Supporter  of  Terrorism 

Syria  took  advantage  of  the 
Lebanese  civil  war  to  enter  the 


country  under  the  guise  of  an 
“Arab  Deterrent  Force”  com- 
posed almost  overwhelmingly 
of  Syrian  troops,  thus  realiz- 
ing its  dream  of  incorporating 
Lebanon  into  “greater  Syria” 
and  coverting  Lebanon  into  a 
confrontation  front  against 
Israel.  Syria  thus  has  an  addi- 
tional base  for  its  relentless 
opposition  to  the  Mid-East 
peace  process  via  the  Camp 
David  Accords. 

Prior  to  the  outbreak  of 
hostilities,  20,000-30,000 
Syrian  troops  occupied  45% 
of  Lebanon’s  territory.  The 
PLO  occupied  an  additional 
15%.  The  SAM-6  missiles 
emplaced  by  Syria  in  the  Be- 
qaa  Valley  and  along  the 
Syrian-Lebanese  border  in 
April  1981  have  provided  an 
umbrella  for  PLO  artillery  and 
have  impeded  Israeli 
overflights  and  reconnaissance 
patrols  against  PLO  targets. 
They  also  provide  the  Syrians 
control  over  Lebanese  airspace 
south  of  the  Beirut-Damascus 
highway  and  parts  of  Israeli 
airspace  in  the  northern 
Galilee  and  northern  Golan 
Heights.  The  U.S.  has  agreed 
that  the  missiles  must  be 
removed.  However,  U.S. 
diplomatic  efforts  to  this  end 


have  proved  fruitless.  PLO 
terrorist  actions  against  Israel 
have  been  conducted  with  ac- 
tive Syrian  support  and 
assistance.  By  so  doing,  Syria 
and  the  USSR  — its  political 
backer  and  military  supplier 
— aid  and  abet  the  interna- 
tional terrorist  network  which 
is  offered  extensive  assistance 
as  well  as  training  facilities  in 
PLO  camps  in  Lebanon.  Since 
the  mid-1970’s,  approximately 
10,000  terrorists  from  around 
the  world  have  been  trained  by 
the  PLO.  In  his  address  to  the 
British  Parliament  on  June  8, 
1982,  U.S.  President  Reagan 
spoke  of  the  need  “to  stamp 
out  the  scourge  of  terroriism 
that  in  the  Middle  East  makes 
war  an  ever  present  threat.” 

The  Need  for  Action 

Israel  has  stated  repeatedly 
that  its  sole  aim  in  Lebanon  is 
the  removal  of  its  civilian  set- 
tlements from  the  range  of 
PLO  weaponry.  It  seeks 
neither  to  initiate  an  engage- 
ment with  Syrian  forces  nor  to 
occupy  Lebanese  territory. 
Israel  looks  to  the  interna- 
tional community  for  political 
assurances  as  well  as  for 
decisive  action  against  ter- 


rorism in  the  Middle  East 
annd  around  the  world.  Le- 
niency towards  terrorists  only 
encourages  them;  action 
against  terrorism  protects  the 
lives  of  innocent  civilians, 
strengthens  democratic 
societies  and  protects  the 
values  of  human  liberty  and 
human  dignity. 

The  new  reality  in  Lebanon 
offers  a unique  opportunity  to 
restore  the  territorial  integrity 
and  political  independence  of 
Lebanon  and  to  strengthen  the 
forces  of  moderation  and 
stability  in  the  Middle  East,  as 
manifested  in  the  Camp  David 
Accords.

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Letter  from  Israel 

The  Bulletin  is  pleased  to  reprint  this  letter  from 
Elliott  Malomet  to  his  parents  Mr.  and  Mrs.  A I 
Malomet.  Elliott  is  presently  studying  at  the  Hebrew 
University  in  Jerusalem. 

In  my  telephone  call  to  you  last  week  I found  it  quite 
interesting  that  we  got  into  a little  discussion  about 
Yamit.  I just  want  to  elaborate  on  what  I said  and  as 
well  to  describe  to  you  the  feeling  I encountered  in  the 
last  while. 

There  are  some  people  who  are  saying  that  this  period 
has  been  one  of  the  most  sensitive  and  difficult  periods 
in  Israel  since  1948.  During  no  other  period  in  Israel’s 
history  has  there  ever  been  threats  of  civil  war  or 
fanatical  suggestions  of  hunger  strikes  and  suicides.  A 
few  months  ago  I included  myself  among  those  who  said 
that  they  should  cut  off  the  water  and  electricity,  shut 
them  up  or  arrest  them,  but  now  I feel  differently.  I 
don’t  want  to  argue  whether  or  not  land  can  be  acquired 
by  force.  It  is  the  only  way  land  can  be  acquired  — we 
need  only  take  a look  at  the  Falkland  Islands  to  discover 
to  what  extent  countries  will  go  to  acquire  or  retrieve 
land. 

In  Israel’s  case  the  Sinai  was  not  simply  a case  of  ac- 
quiring land  by  force,  but  I am  convinced  it  was  a case 
of  acquiring  security.  Had  the  borders  been  in  '73  what 
they  are  now  I am  not  so  sure  that  I would  be  in 
Jerusalem  today  writing  you  a letter. 

There  is  of  course  a human  dimension  in  the 
withdrawal  from  Sinai,  and  not  only  politics.  When 
Israel  captured  the  Sinai  it  was  barren.  But  there  is 
something  special  about  Israel  and  its  relationship  with 
land,  for  like  the  rest  of  Israel,  the  Sinai  began  to  grow 
and  bloom.  There  are  dozens  of  songs  about  the  Sinai  as 
there  are  for  every  inch  of  this  land.  We  became  attach- 
ed to  it.  We  fell  in  love  with  it. 

And  we  should  not  forget  that  it  was  in  that  enchan- 
ting desert  that  the  Israelite  tribes  coagulated  into  a na- 
tion 4000  years  ago.  That  perhaps  is  the  most  significant 
element  of  the  withdrawal,  speaking  as  a decendant  of 
those  Israelites. 

The  human  dimension  of  the  withdrawal  was  express- 
ed with  anger  and  acceptance  and  now  with  the  sadness 
that  accompanies  the  separation  of  any  two  close  en- 
tities. I did  not  have  to  see  it  only  in  the  pictures  of  the 
newspapers  or  on  the  television,  or  hear  it  on  the  radio. 

I saw  it  in  the  faces  of  my  Israeli  friends  who  served  in 
the  Sinai.  I felt  it  in  my  own  heart.  On  top  of  all  that  is 
the  hope  for  true  peace,  a hope  which  is  permeated  with 
so  much  doubt  and  so  much  cynicism.  Now,  instead  of 
saying  that  they  should  have  cut  off  the  electricity  and 
Wwater  a long  time  ago,  I say  instead  that  they  should 
have  screamed  louder  and  clearer  to  let  the  world  know 
exactly  what  and  how  much  we  gave  and  what  we  got  in 
return.  We  can  only  hope. 

Slowly  the  pain  and  the  sadness  will  disappear. 
Israelis  will  visit  the  Sinai  again  and  again  on  tourist 
visas.  It  will  take  time.  One  can  only  be  reminded  of 
what  Ecclesiastes  said  thousands  of  years  ago  — “A 
generation  comes  and  a generation  goes  but  the  land  re- 
mains the  same.”

Behind  the  series 
“Inside  Third  Reich” 


By  Herbert  G.  Luft,  J.T.A. 

E.  Jack  Neuman,  writer- 
producer  of  the  recent  two- 
part  television  dramatization 
of  “Inside  the  Third  Reich,” 
reveals  that  he  spent  the  better 
part  of  five  years  attempting 
to  understand  the  behavior  of 
Albert  Speer,  author  of  the 
biographical  account  on  which 
the  film  was  based. 

Speer  was  the  confessed  war 
criminal  who  served  20  years 
at  Spandau  prison  for 
ruthlessly  utilizing  slave  labor 
in  factories  and  mines  during 
WWII  while  serving  as  Ger- 
man Minister  of  Armanents, 
before  setting  out  to  write  his 
best-seller. 

Neuman  quotes  Speer 
almost  verbatim:  “I  managed 
to  disassociate  myself  from 
those  friends  of  mine  who 
were  Jewish.  By  the  time  they 
marched  off  to  the  concentra- 
tion camps  they  were  abstrac- 
tions to  me.” 

The  film  maker  believes  that 
most  of  the  Germans  did  not 
and  could  not  know  the  extent 
of  atrocities  and  mass  murder, 
because  all  of  the  German 
press,  radio  and  motion  pic- 
tures were  controlled  by  the 
government.  This  is  a myth 
only  spread  after  defeat! 

Before  Hitler  rose  to  power, 
America  and  world  Jewry  was 
warned  by  him  that  “heads 
will  roll.”  Early  in  spring  of 
1933,  after  the  Nazi  party 
came  to  power,  the  threats 
were  executed  with  the  whole 
world  to  see.  Two  months 
later,  it  was  announced  in  the 
metropolitan  press  that  the 
first  concentration  camp  had 
been  established  at  Dachau  by 
special  decree  of  Hermann 
Goering!  Since  no  one  ever 
came  back  from  Dachau  dur- 
ing those  years  of  peace,  the 
Germans  knew  well  the 
dissenters  had  been  killed. 

Not  a top  secret 
decision 

The  Final  Solution  of  the 
Jewish  Problem,  which  spelled 
out  “genocide,”  was  not  a top 
secret  decision.  It  was  debated 
and  decided  at  the  so-called 
Wannsee  Conference  of 
January  1942,  a meeting  at- 
tended not  only  by  party  func- 
tionaries, but  by  the  Reich’s 
leading  bankers,  industrialists, 
artists  and  scientists  as  well  as 
by  the  heads  of  the  business 
community.  Earlier  still  when 
I fled  Germany  ten  days 
before  war  broke  out  in  1939, 
the  extent  of  persecution  was 
common  knowledge.  Twice 
before,  I had  felt  the  wrath  of 
the  people,  en  route  to  Dachau 
when  the  Gestapo  officers 
drew  their  pistols  to  protect  us 
from  the  lynch  mob  at  the 
railway  station  at  Andernach 
and  when  we  were  marched 
through  the  town  of  Dachau 
where  the  good  citizens  tried 
to  tear  us  to  pieces. 

Hitler  was  neither  the  sole 
inspirational  force  of  Nazism 
nor  the  founder  of  the  party 
set  into  motion  as  early  as 
1919  by  an  obscure  engineer 
named  Goffried  Feder.  Ter- 
rorist units  sprang  up  in  Ger- 
many immediately  after  World 
War  I and  were  supported  by 
the  regular  army  trying  to 
overthrow  the  republic. 

Three-and-a-half  years 
before  Hitler’s  Beer  Hall 
uprising  in  1923,  the  Ehrhardt 


brigade  had  entered  Berlin  to 
set  up  a fascist  dicatorship 
headed  by  Dr.  Wolfgang 
Kapp;  simultaneously,  reac- 
tionary forces  overthrew  the 
democratic  regime  in  Munich 
under  Gustav  von  Kahr.  They 
didn’t  succeed  because  the 
trade  unions  declared  a 
general  strike.  The  result  of 
the  hate  propaganda  — long 
before  the  name  of  Hitler  was 
to  become  a household  word 

— were  political  assassinations 
such  as  the  ones  of  Erzberger 
and  Rathenau. 

The  tormented  years  in  Ger- 
many ended  with  the  inflation 
of  the  early  1920s.  Unrest  was 
created  in  the  early  1930s  by 
Hitler  and  his  brown  shirts 
who  were  waging  civil  war. 
There  was  never  a danger  of  a 
communist  take-over.  The 
strongest  party  up  to  the  year 
1932  were  the  Social- 
democrats  and  the  Catholic 
center  group.  The  depression 

— then  gripping  America  — 
was  less  severe  in  Europe  than 
it  was  in  the  U.S.  It  was  com- 
ing to  a conclusion  when 
Hindenburg  let  Hitler  enter 
through  the  back  door. 

Bodies  and  bulldozers 

The  opening  montage  of 
“Inside  the  Third  Reich” 
reveals  heaps  of  emaciated 
human  bodies  and  bulldozers 
crushing  the  bones  of  the 
dead.  The  five  hour  picture, 
however,  basically  deals  with 
trivial  family  matters  of  the 
Nazi  hierarchy.  The  interludes 
with  Speer  and  Milch  conspir- 
ing against  Hitler  are  quite 
surface  and  wishful  thinking. 


June 

Speer’s  efforts  to  reverse 
Hitler’s  scorched  earth  policy, 
thereby  saving  cities  and  in- 
dustry from  destruction  only 
show  that  material  things  were 
more  important  to  the  Third 
Reich’s  master  builder  as  were 
the  lives  of  human  beings. 

The  picture  itself  achieves  a 
certain  degree  of  solemnity 
through  the  portrayal  of 
Albert  Speer  by  Dutch  actor 
Rutger  Hauer,  a performer  of 
tremendous  resources  who  had 
been  on  the  other  side  of  the 
fence  as  the  heroic  “Soldier  of 
Orange.”  Derek  Jacobi  is  not 
convincing  as  Adolf  Hitler, 
portraying  him  in  fact  in  the 
farcial  vein  of  Charlie  Chaplin 
in  “The  Great  Dictator,”  but 
without  Chaplin’s  brilliance. 

The  strongest  force  of  evil  the 
world  has  ever  witnessed  is 
reduced  to  a group  of  non-too- 
bright  gangsters. 

Neuman  recounts  from  his 
discussions  that  Speer  told  him 
that  there  are  many  Hitlers  in 
the  world  today  and  they  are 
just  as  potentially  destructive 
as  the  one  he  knew.  I don’t 
buy  this  either!  There  was 
never  a more  debased  regime 
since  the  beginning  of  time. 

The  fiendish  methods  of  tor- 
ture and  slow  slaughter  outdid 
the  worst  of  the  inquisition. 

Marvin  Chomsky,  the  direc- 
tor of  “Holocaust”  and  now 
of  “Inside  the  Third  Reich,” 
says  that  the  picture  deals  with 
the  way  relatively  ordinary 
people,  given  a certain  set  of 
circumstances  — which  are 
not  so  different  from  the  cir- 
cumstances that  surround  our 
lives  today  — achieve  power 
and  wreak  havoc.  Yet,  Hitler 
was  not  an  accident  of  history. 
Supported  by  German  in- 
dustry, finance  and  military, 
he  rose  to  power  with  the  help 
of  international  cartels.
